Just a line or two perhaps, but the story was 
told, a n e w storj* to the readers df A lbany-D #catur, 
property has begun to move In fftst Albany, loca 
lion of the giant $2,100,000 plant, of the Connecti­ 
cut Mills Company. That property has stood idle 
for several year*, only one or two manufacturing 
plants, the operations of the Alabama 
Wstsr 
Company and some river front traffic offering 
the *igm of life (pr that section of the*»» cities. 
That 1s very 
ebcouraging 
and 
particularly 
when It is understood that that particular section 
of the city need* building progrpts more than any 
other p*rt of these communities. 
Central Albany and Central Decatur have offer­ 
ed the beauties of the small city for several years. 
The growth of west Albany and west Decatur has 
been almost phonominal insofar as the building of 
residence Is concerned. 
South Albany has been 
substantial with additional homes hejre there and 
the other place, but East Albany has stow! still, 
absolutely still, although with considerable more 
natural beauty than is ordinarily seen by 
the 
passing eye. 
East Albany has un abundance of 
shade trees, paved street* running as far east 
a* the Somerville road, Grant street going 
to 
Tower avenue, Kiverview drive used to be one of 
the best streets of the city but was allowed to 
go into ill repair when the section suddenly lost^ 
its popularity for automobilists and swimmers. 
Just what caused that suddetu^alt is 
another 
mystery in city building. 
Homes m that section, 
in some cases, have not offered the beauties of 
appearance of homes in other sections of the cities. 
The city of Albany projected a paving plan only 
to halt. East Albany was allowed to remain dead, 
business places were allowed to continue a nominal 
business, many homes fell into a condition of poor 
repair, east Albany looked like it was doomed to 
pass from any existence at all.

The Connecticut 
Mills 
Company has located In that section, land is valu­ 
able and- is soiling at good prices, the? acreage is 
In demand. 
A sub-division and perhaps other 
sub-divisions are planned. 
Only recently two 
lots sold at $650 each. 
That figure is half 
as 
much paid for central Albany frontage and cer­ 
tainly toe comparison wu»ld show without doubt 
that the central 
section is 
to be desired more than 
twice as much as the east 
lands. 
ItV the outlook again, that outlook that haw 
been watched with care here for several years, it 
is the return of lost hope, the desire to build where 
nothing has stood, the desire to expand the cities 
the desire to add another section of beauty to Al- 
bany-Decatur and that desire is not misplaced in 
the least. 
Such a desire can be found in every 
section of our cities today. It’s the outlook for a 
future of bright prospects that counts, our cities 
have at last gained an inkling of what can be ac­ 
complished here if the citizenship gets back of 
any proposal solidly—as they did with the estab­ 
lishment here Of the Connecticut Mills Company.
